Scientists of Chicago 


It is noted that the Manhattan Engineering District, Chicago, 

Illinois, in 1946 advised that the Atomic Scientists of Chicago 

grew out of meetings held at the Metallurgical Sachets of

It is{also noted that the Atomic Scientists of Chicago have 
stressed that scientists should have a privilege of making public 
statements pertaining to the atomic bomb and atomic energy where 
technical data is not involved. Also stressed was that the 
actual secrets of the atomic bomb are trivial and processing 
secrets of the atomic bomb sare not really secrets. 


The constitution of the Atomic Scientists regarding the purposes 
of the organization reflected as follows: 


l. Explore, classify and formulate the opinions and 
responsibilities of scientists in regard to the 
problems brought about by the release of Nuclear 
Energy. 


2. Educate the public to full understanding of the 
scientific, technical and political problems arising 
from the release of Nuclear Energy. 
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
